UPPER HOUSE ACTS TODAY 


Radien Change in Sentiment of 
Senators Promises Defeat for 
ponente of Executive's 
Design.

Washington, D. C., June 20.—{Special.J—_ 


As @ result of the active intervention of the 
president the senate tomorrow afternoon 
will vote to adopt the lock type of cana! 
across the isthmus of Panama. 

The last few weeks have seen a radical 
change in the sentiment of the senate on the 
canal question. The committee on inter- 
oceanic canals split on the question, the ma- 
jority, led by Senator Kittridge of South 
Dakota, reporting strongly for the canstruc- 
tion of a sea level waterway. The minority, 
headed by the chairman of the committee, 
Senator Millard of Nebraska, advocated the 
lock type of canal as had been recommended 
vigorously by President Roosevelt. 

It wab determined ‘by the administration 
not to press the canal question during the 
present session, it being represented that 
if no action were taken the president could 
proceed with the construction of a lock 
canal as contemplated by the original 
Spooner act. House rs reported to the 
president, however, that the sentiment in 
the lower branch of congress was overwhelm- 
ingly favorable to the lock type. Some days 
ago Secretary Taft went to the capitol and 
saw Speaker Cannon and members of the 
house, and as a result of the conferences it 
was decided to Incorporate a provision in the 
dry civil bill authorizing the construction 
of a lock canal. 


Aid of Aldrich Not Sought. 

As soon as this decision was reached Pres- 
ident Roosevelt began to send for senators 
and discuss with them the advisability of a 
senate concurrence in the action of the house. 
Senator Aldrich, it was reported, would fight 
the president on this question and Mr. 
Roosevelt invited him to the White house. 
There was a little preliminary sparring and 
then the president asked: 

“And how do you feel, senator, on the 
canal question? 

“TI am for the lock vad saad 
responded. 

Nothing further was anid. The report was 
published that the president had sought the 
aid of the Rhode Island senator, but this is 
‘untrue. There was a disposition on the part 
of some members of the upper house to re-

sent the inferferéncé of President Roosevelt.

The president played a good strong hand in 
this fight. He was not inclined to make a

pelled to respond to the crack of the party 
whip. But the democfats insisted the ques- 
tion should be a party one. Pledges were 
exacted and given and the excuse some aem- 
ocrats are making because they can not vote 
for a lock canal is that they have given their 
word they will vote for a séa level project. 


Few Democratic Votes Expected. 

As a result only the men who are recog- 
nized as democratic bolters will vote for 
a lock canal. Senator McEnery of Louisiana 
and Senator Patterson of Colorado surely 
will do so, according to what they have told 
representatives of the administration on the 
floor of the senate, and Senators Clarke of 


‘Arkansas, Carmack of Tennessee, and Foster 


of Louisiana may assert their independence 
of Senator Bailey and Senator Morgan by 
voting with the administration. 

Senator Millard and Senator Hopkins of 
Illinois have been active in working among 
their republican colleagues in behalf of the 
lock type. There is reason to believe their 
efforts have been attended with considerable 
guccess and that a sprinkling of republicans 
énly will be among the democrats when the 
voli if called tomorrow afternoon. The 
Millard-Hopkins faction. is claiming the 
adoption of a lock canal by a majority of 
five votes. Senator Spooner, who is actively 
supporting the lock canal project, saw the 
president this afternoon and following the 
conference it was stated the president be- 
Heved this type would Be approved by at 
least two votes more than it is known Sena- 
tor Kittredge can produce, 

Chairman Shonts of the isthniian commis- 
sion and Leon W. Pepperman, who is in 
charge of the supply depots in the United 
States, were interested spectators of the 
canal debate in the senate this afternoon, 
Mr. Shonts has been a stanch advocate of 
the lock type and ali the work of the com- 
mission has been done in anticipation of 
the adoption of this project. 


Work Started on Lock Type. 

Ir congress were to authorize the construc- 
tion of a sea level canal, the commission 
would be compelled to undo some Of the work 
it has done. The policy Mr. Shonts has pur- 
sued, however, be been to make as much 


progress ae possible in the work of prepara- 


tien and actual construction and to do as 
little as had to be done which might be 
thrown away in case congress W the 
sea level project. 

“ The genius of the whole enterprise,“ said 
Mr. Shonts, “is the creation of an effective 
organization. I believe we have such an 
organization now. The government of the 
zone has its various departments in splendid 
shape and It ie administering affairs in a 
thoroughly satisfactory manner. The san- 
itary department has transformed the un- 
healthful conditions. which existed om the 
isthmus into healthful conditions. We have 
beds in hospitals for 1,300 men and have 
only 900 patients, although we constantly 
are increasing dur forces. 

“The pay rolis carry from 26, 000 to 27,000 
men, but only twe-thirde of these are effi- 
cients—that is to say, at work—and of course 


we pay only those who actually work. The 


force, having had experience, is becoming 
more. effective and.efficient. Every month 
shows a gain in this respect. It is proposed 
to increase the force as rapidly as additional 
men are needéd. We have quarters now for 
3.000 more laborers than are employed. 

“As a matter of fact, we actually are en- 
gaged in construction now, although 
we do not claim to be making much progress 
in this direction. We are removing constant- 
ly increasing quantities of rock, but this has 
been in the way of preparation tor installing

Central court, now an 
insignificant thoroughfare from South water 
to Randolgh streets, will be enlarged and 
beautified under Mr. Crilly's plan and the 
north end of Grant park then would be con- 
nected with the south end of Pine street 
by a continuation of the Central court im- 
provements to Michigan avenue and on Pine 
street. , 

A modern bascule bridge to cross the river 
also is contemplated. The south park com- 
missioners are acting as a committee to in- 
vestigate and will report at their meeting 
in July. 

With the return next month of Commis- 
sioner William Best, who is out of the city, 
the work of securing the new boulevard 
will be taken up in earnest. The commis- 
sioners believe the Improvement can be com- 
pleted within a comparatively short time. 


| Street Will Be Elevated. 

Commissioner Crilly told the members of 
the beard yesterday that the time had ar- 
rived to do something, and suggested the 
Central court route as the only practical 
solution of the problem. The street rungs 
parallel to the Iuimols Central railroad tracks, 
and now is used for the heavy traffic of the 
wholesale houses. If the scheme is carried 
out the street will be elevated from the river 
to a point just north of the Art institute. 

Commissioner Crilly and D. H. Burnham, 
the architect, looked into the project several 
months ago. Both he and Mr. Burnham 
were convinced of the feasibility of the plan, 
and it was then he determined to suggest 
it to the other commissiqners. Mr. Crilly 
gave it as his opinion that Central court 
could be elevated, and that, if necessary. 
the elevation could be made to extend slightly 
over the Hlinois Central right of way. 

The elevation could be of steel, similar to 
the elevated railroads, and in that manner 
the street below. would be preserved for 
the use of the teaming traffic. 


Work May Start at Once. 

On the north side of the river it would be 
necessary to destroy but a part of one build- 
ing, the Kirk soap factory. It the Lincoln 
park board cone in the scheme the work 
ot connecting the two sides of the city will 
start at onde. 

Commissioner Crilly believes no other plan 
for a boulevard connecting link will be prac- 
tical. To widen Michigan avenue, from Ran- 
dolph street to the river, would be so ex- 
pensive as to make the plan prohibitive. Two 
blocks of bulldings would have to be torn 
down and the lowest cost, in the opinion of 
those who have investigated the plan, would 
be at least $5,000,000; Another scheme sug- 
gested, that of tunneling under the river, 
has been abandoned for the same reason. Mr. 
Crilly sald heintended to work on the scheme 
until something. is accomplished. —

John Hodek, alias John Sandberg, alias 
John Haley, 923 Kimball street, known as a 


Jaber wnion slugger and business agent, was 


arrested yesterday afternoon at 2 o'clock 
at Madison and Clark streets by Detectives 
Biddinger, Sheehan, and Kane of Inspector 
La vin's office. 

Hodek is charged with slugging W. 8. Ed- 
wards, a prominent member of the Brass 
Manufacturers’ association, on May 14. in 
The prisoner 
was taken to the East Chicago avenue sta- 
tion, where he was identified by Mert Ker- 
ner, who was with Edwards when he was 
slugged, and by five others who witnessed 
the assault. Hodek refused to talk. The ar- 
rest ended five weeks of work by twenty city 
détectives and private agencies. ; 

The prisoner, Whœ is 28 years old, lives at 
923 Kimbell avenue. His parents have been 
notified of his arrest, but they failed to ap- 
pear at the police station. 

Inspector Lavin gaid he was following the 
movements of Hodek’s accomplice in the 
slugging. He is said to be a bartender. 


Associate of “Skinny” Madden. 

Hodek served one term in Pontiac for rob- 
bery and his reputation in police circles. is 
bad. He was for a long time barkeeper for 
„Skinny Madden when the latter kept a 
saloon on Fifth avenue near Washington 
street, was known as Haley to frequenters 
of the place, and was an active member of 
the old barkeepers’ union. He was tried 
with Black Jack Gallagher under the 
name of John Sandberg for the murder of 
Constable Biedermann in December,1904, and 
it was brought out in.evidence that Hodek 
was the man that fired the shot that killed 
the constable. He and Gallagher were ac- 
quitted. 


Edwards Marked as Victim. 

When the gas and electric fixture hangers 
went. on.strike April 1, it was believed that 
it would be short lived, as W. 8. ak ee 
a prominent brass manufacturer, was known 
as a “friend of labor“ When he failed to 
acquiesce in the demands of the business 
agents, it is believed he was marked for a 
victim of the slugger. Hodek, the police say, 
was employed to attack him. 

The attack occurred May 14. Without 
provocation, Hodek, it is charged, knocked 
Edwards down and started to kick him. At 
this juncture Mert Kerner, who was with 
Mr. Edwards, interfered. The slugger drew 
@ revolver and threatened to shoot Kerner 
if he attempted to interfere again, saying: 
„This is not your affair.“ Afterwards Ker- 
ner joined in the crowd that pursued the 


slugger. 
Refuses to Admit Slugging. 

Hodek is known as John Haley. For b 
close association with Madden he had been 
regarded as one who could be depended upon 
to carry out the orders of his chief. He gave 
an exhibition of his reticence in the afternoon 
when confronted with Assistant State's At- 
torneys Harry Olson and James Barbour 
at the East Chicago avenue station. When 
he was brought into 4he room Olson re- 
marked: I know you, all right.” 

„ Tes, replied Hodek, and you know 
4——d well I won't talk.“ 

Through a severé examination and in the 
presence of those who identified him, Hodek 
maintained that he knew nothing of the Ed- 
wards slugging.

The house has made some good amend- 
ments, but many bad ones. If the conference 
report were rushed through, the chances are 
the good amendments of the house. bein? 
few in number, would be dropped and the 
bad ones insisted on. 

For this reason. although it will bea dis- 
appointment to the real friends of pure food 
legislation, and although certain members 
ot the house have been criminally negligent 
and have failed to press this bill at a time 
when they might have done so, it is ‘better 
that after it is referred to conference it 
should stay there untouched until next win- 
ter, when the public probably can be de- 
pended upon to see that it is brought out 
into the light of day and passed in a whole- 
some shape with its good features elaborat- 
ed and its bad ones wiped out. 

One of the most suspicious things about 
the treatment of the pure food bill in the 
house has been the fact that one or more of 
its most vicious amendments were not pro- 
posed or considered in the open committee, 
where they can be properly discussed, but 
were adopted by the committee informal 
ly "' and secretly, after the bill was reported 
to the house. Nevertheless, they will be sub- 
mitted to the consideration of the members 
with all the prestige which attaches to-a 
committee amendment. 

The amendment stage for the bill, which 
will be its crucial time, will not be reached 
until Friday at the earliest. Then the fun 
will begin over these suspicious committee 
amendments and several score of others 
which will be offered by individuals.

The committee proposes that aldermen be 
paid $3,500 a year instead of $1,500. Per- 
haps $1,600 is too little in view of the 
amount of work insposed on members of the 
council, but $3,500 is too much. It is more 
than the work they do justifies. ‘There is 
no certainty that the increased salary would 
give better aldermen. Probably they would 
be of much the same quality they are now. 
If there is to be an increase in pay it should 
be a small! increase. 


MEAT INSPECTION. 

The packing house campaign seems to 
about over, although there are senators who 
object strongly to some of the features of 
the house substitute. Before long there will 
be a thorough inspection of the output of the 
great packing plants and of their sanitary 
condition. That will restore confidence at 
home and abroad. In a short time the 
groundless accusations against the integrity 
of American meats will have been forgotten 
and they will sell as readily as ever. Here- 
after “the man with the muck rake” will 
be unable to find anything that will reward 
his labor. It may be taken for granted 
that the packers, after the experience they 
have had, will cultivate cleanliness with 
morbid care. 

The commotion which has been raised 
over conditions in Chicago abattoirs has 
been costly to the packers and to the live 
stock men, though the: losses of the latter 
probably have been exaggerated and would 
have been inconsiderable if the packers had 
submitted quietly to the inevitable, instead 
of making a protracted struggle to mold the 
new legislation to suit themselves. But in 
the long run the packers will be the gainers 
by the legislation which has been forced 
upon them. Under the new system they 
will de able to ship out of the states in 
which their plants are situated only meats 
which haye passed a rigid government in- 
spection. The consumer will be likely to 
buy meat whose quality is certified to rather 
than that which comes from local slaugh- 
ter houses. The Garfield report showed 
that there are many towns where the bulk 
of the trade is monopolized by local butch- 
ers. . 

One good feature of the stockyards excite- 
ment has been that it has wakened up Chi- 
cago officials to a sense of their duty. It 
may open the eyes of the officials of other 
cities to the fact that they have inspection 
duties to perform. If ‘they will only in- 
vestigate they can find local plants in which 
conditions are fully as bad as those found 
in some Chicago abattoirs. A casual in- 
quiry in Philadelphia showed that there 
were 171 unlicensed slaughter houses and 
that many of them were in abominable 
shape. Day before Yesterday inspectors 
visited a sausage factory in Newark, N. J., 
end found it filthy and swarming with ver- 
min. 

The safeguards national legislation is 
about to provide will go a great ways. To 
secure complete protection for all consumers 
of meat, states and municipalities must | 
adopt precautionary measures and enforce. 
them. 


THE DECREASE OF CRIME. 

Chief. Collins says that crime conditions 
have materially improved since he pre- 
pared copy for his annual report, the 
increase in the number of policemen hav; 
ing already had a marked effect in clear- 
ing out criminals. The injection of new 
blood into the force’ has been followed 
by a general increase in ambition to suc- 
ceed as thief catchers and crime pre- 


venters, so that there are times now when, 


eccording to the chief, forty-eight hours 
actually pass by without a case of holdup. 

The community is horrified by the fre- 
quent attacks on women and little girls, 
Usually the criminal goes free, Byen 
when a young girl commits suicide after 
a debauch with a male companion he is 
discharged with no blame attached. The 
chief says that he himself has always 
favored the death penalty as punishment 
for assaults upon women and children 
on the ground that such a criminal is a 
degenerate, and, consequently, of no use 
in society. But there is little prospect 
of relief in that direction when earnest 
efforts are put forth to save men gyilty 
of the most revolting crimes, and when 
sentimental women bring flowers in abun- 
dance to the cells of those who wrong 
innocence and despoil virtue. The trend 
of the times is away from the death 
penalty. But there is no reason why there 
should not be a long term of imprison- 
ment awaiting every one who ministers 
to his passions by attacking the unpro- 
tected and helpless women and. children 
who cross his path. 

Of much more practieal value is the 
chief's suggestion that there should be 
more light in the streets. Light kills 
the business of the thief” is a’ truism 
illustrated by the figures, which show 
few crimes in well lighted neighborhoods. 
It is probable that, if the general sub- 
ject of street lighting were to be studied 
with care, it would be possible to make 
adjustments which would much improve 
the situation. There is many a lamp 
burning each evening which lights only 
vacant lots and unused sidewalks; there 
are many thickly settled streets where 
the lighting is dim and poor. And if, 
after such readjustment of lighting facili- 
ties already paid for, there should be sup- 
plementary service where it is most 
needed, there can be no doubt that mu 
would be accomplished in the direction 
of decrease of crime. .

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In Germany, as in England, insolveney 
and the fact of being bankrupt is regarded 
as a legislative disqualification where the 
upper chamber of parliament is concerned, 
and debars a peer from either sitting or 
voting in the house of lords, Whereas, in 
England. however, the seat remains vacant 
unkll the death or clearance of the bankrupt, 
in Germany it is the one next in the line of 
succession who is invested with the legisla- 
tive prerogatives of the family, it being held 
unjust that the family should be deprivét 
of its parliamentary privileges on the 
grounds of the unworthiness of one of its 
members. 

Thus, the eldest son of old Prince Fug- 
ger, who died the other day—namely: Prince 
Charles Fugger—bas been deprived of the 
control of his fortune and has been placed 
under “ curatel” on account of his extrav- 
agance, especially at cards, and it has, there- 
fore, been decided that the seat in the Bava- 
rian house of lords, to which he would other- 
wise be entitled by his birth, is to be fille 
by his eldest son, Count George Fugger, who 
comes of age shortly. 

The Fuggers, who tn ancient times were 
renowned as the richest family in Burope 
were originally Jewish origin, and occupied 
in the middle ages much the same posi- 
tion as the Rothschilds do today, their 
fortunes being derived from banking. But 
they were ennobled about the time of the 
discovery of America, and long before the 
Napoleonic wars at the beginning of the last 
century they had by dint of money and in- 
trigue secured a place among the petty sov- 
ereign families of Germany, one of the 
most famous scions of their house being the 
celebrated Cardinal Fugger. 

— 


Fredensborg, famous as the scene of many 
notable gatherings of European sovereigns 
as well as of momentous decisions affecting 
the whole of Europe and of Asia, but which 
has been closed since the death of Queen 
Louise of Denmark in 1898, is about to be 
opened once more and to become a center of 
life and gayety. For King Frederick, with 
his consort and his big family of children, 
will be in residence there next month, and 
it is understood that from now on the court 
of Denmark will always be established at 
Fredensborg during the summer months. 

The peasants think twice before venturing 
into the woods around the place, which, like 
the gardens of the palace. border the shores 
of Esrom-S86, the most beautiful lake in all 
Denmark. For the country people are firm- 
ly convinced that Waldemar II. is there 
every night roaming about the woods, and 
there is not ene of the peasants but would 
give his right hand—ay, his right foot, too— 
rather than encounter his majesty. 

This King Waldemar Il was the hero of 
a medieval romance, the scene of which 
was the old castle of Gurre, situated on the 
farther side of the wood and plainly visible 
from the windows of the palace of Fredens- 
borg. In olden times the castle of Gurre was 
the favorite residence of the Danish kings, 
who used to betake themselves there when- 
ever they wished to throw off the cares of 
state. Waldemar II., indeed, passed most of 
his time at Gurre. For he had hidden away 
there, sade from the reach of his queen, a 


Lovely lady named Tovelille, with whom he 


‘was infatuated. So happy was he with her 
by his side that he once in a heedless moment 

exclaimed: “* For aught I care, God may 
keep his heaven for himself, if I can have 
but Gurre.”’ 

According to popular tradition his wish 
was granted, and he now roams about the 
woods between Gurre and Fredensborg all 
night long, frequently crossing over the 
Esrom-Sé, wandering about the Fredens- 
borg gardens, and even looking in at the 
windows of the palace. Far from being 
happy or grateful, the ghostly monarch be- 
moans his cruel fate, swearing that he 
has been cheated by the Almighty. For, al- 
though he has Gurre, he has not the lovely 
Tovelille, and Gurre without Tovelille is, in 
his eyes, not Gurre. 

— 


Architecturally, Fredensborg has little to 
commend it, but the gardens are exquisite, 
and among its features is a sort of amphi- 
theater. around which are arranged sixty- 
five of the strangest, quaintest statues the 
world has ever seen. They represent Scan- 
dinavian peasants in their various national 
costumes, and are the handiwork of the 
peasants themselves. By daylight these 
statues are quite grotesque in their rugged 
realistic ugliness. but by moonlight they 
stand forth against the somber background 
Of the trees in a fashion that is uncanny, and 
has doubtless contributed to the reputation 
of Fredensborg for being haunted by King 
Waldemar. 

It was at Fredensborg that Alexander ITI. 
determined to withdraw from the tripartite 
union of Russia with Germany and Austria— 
to break, in a word, with Bismarck, and to 
form instead an alliance with France. It was 
at Fredensborg again that the removal of 
Prince, Alexander of Battenberg from the 
throne of Bulgaria was decided, and it was 
there, too, that after a family council, Prince 
Waldemar of Denmark withdrew his ac- 
ceptance of the crown of Bulgaria in a mes- 
sage so insulting to the Bulgarians that it 
rankles In their bosoms to this day. 

Fredensborg was a favorite home of the 
late Queen Louise of Denmark, and it was 
thence that this remarkable woman, one of 
the master minds of Europe, influenced the 
international and domestic policies of many 
of the leading countries of Europe through 
her children and relatives occupying foreign 
thrones. Prince Bismarck always regarded 
her as his cleverest and most dangerous ad- 
versary, and the late czar was absolutely 
submissive to her advice, in spite of his being 
an autocrat. In fact, Russians are apt to 
reign. to her the reactionary policy of his

Some one has said that 
it is the principal duty of a university presi- 
dent to secure great sums for the endow- 
ment of the institution, but while I would 
rather spend $10 than $5, I would rather 
spend the latter sum wisely than to devote 
my time to securing greater funds only to 
show no wisdom in dispensing them. I think 
the colleges have done a great benent in 
their demands for money.

At the age of 6 Ethel was sent to the Dore 
school, and for six years, she says, her daity 
program included rising at 5in the morning, 
helping with the household duties, and go- 
ing to school. 

At the age of 12 Ethel left school and be- 
gan doing piece work sewing at home for 
the firm which employed her mother. A year 
later the program again was varied and 
Ethel secured employment at a large west 
side establishment. 

During the five years she has been em-.

“She is a nervous wreck,” explained the 
family physician, “ and the only hope is to 
get her into the country, where she can get 
complete rest, wholesome food, and fresh 
air.
